The Applicant is pleased to note that claims 8 to 15 were found to be allowable 
in the Action of June 1 3, 2006. 

Claims 1, 4 and 7 have been cancelled, and claims 2, 3, 5 and 6 (as amended), 
have been maintained, and have been rendered dependent on allowable claim 8. Thus, these 
claims should now also be viewed as allowable since they contain only further limitations to an 
already allowable claim.
